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Omicron Boosters Approved for Younger Children 


Pfizer authorized for 
5 and older; Mod- 
erna for 6 and older 


The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) 
has authorized the bivalent 
COVID-19 vaccine — also 
known as the Omicron 
Booster — for children as 
young as five years old. The 
single-dose booster may be 
given at least two months 
after children and adults 
complete the primary or 
other booster vaccinations. 


The Omicron Booster has 
replaced the original 
COVID-19 booster formulas. 
Similar to how flu shots are 
updated annually, the 
booster contains compo- 
nents from the original 
virus strain as well as the 
BA.4 and BA.5 variants. 
Previously approved for 
anyone 12 years and older, 
the younger age group was 
added Friday through the 
FDA amending emergency 
use authorizations for Mod- 
erna and Pfizer-BioNTech.

The agency’s central in- 
take staff is answering calls 
and scheduling appoint- 
ments. To keep up with de- 
mand, HDNW has expanded 
the number of onsite clinics 
in all four counties. In re- 
sponse to invitations to 
bring teams into busi- 
nesses, senior living facili- 
ties, and schools, HDNW is 
also staffing community- 
based clinics to make the 
vaccines more accessible. 

In October and Novem- 
ber, there are about 50 


flu/Omicron Booster clinics 
scheduled at HDNW sites. 
An additional 42 commu- 
nity-based clinics are in 
play: 12 at schools, 13 at 
businesses, and 17 at senior- 
focused facilities. 

While Omicron Boosters 
may be scheduled online, 
appointments to receive 
both the flu vaccine and the 
new booster at the same ap- 
pointment should be made 
by calling 800-432-4121. To 
date, more than 6.8 million 
Michigan residents, ages 6 
months and up, have gotten 
at least their first dose of 
COVID-19 vaccines.

Another summer is now 
history, fall’s beautiful but 
cooler temperatures are 
upon us, and we know that 
winter’s cold and snow are 
not far behind. For the past 
14 years, the women of Eta 
Nu Charities have con- 
ducted their annual “Dress 
for Chill” program to pur- 
chase and distribute new 
winter outerwear for chil- 
dren in need in the Boyne 
City community.

sure, and sleep. As of late 
October 2022, however, the 
House had not discussed or 
voted upon the bill since the 
Senate passage. 

Here’s what we know 
about the potential changes 
to our time changes. 

Sept. 27, 2022, UPDATE: 
The start of autumn has 
brought with it renewed 
questions about daylight 
saving time. In short, noth- 
ing has changed. 

Daylight saving time will 
end at 2 a.m. local time on 
Nov. 6. People in states that 
observe it will move their 
clocks back one hour. 

The Sunshine Protection 
Act that the Senate passed 
in March 2022 has not made 
it to the U.S. House for dis- 
cussion. It would require 
House passage and Presi- 
dent Biden’s signature to 
become law. 

If the bill were to pass in 
the next year, as it’s writ- 
ten, permanent daylight 
saving time would take ef- 
fect on Nov. 5, 2023. In other 
words, we would move our 
clocks forward again in 
March and keep them there. 
Until the bill or another like 
it passes, however, we'll be 
sticking with clock changes 
twice a year. 

June 28, 2022, UPDATE: 
Summer has started. But as 
expected, the U.S. House 
has not moved quickly to 
address the Sunshine Pro- 
tection Act, which the Sen- 
ate passed earlier this year. 
It has not made it to any 
subcommittee agenda in the 
House Committee on En- 
ergy & Commerce, which 
typically would face the 
task of discussing and re- 
viewing the plan. Per the 
Senate’s bill, permanent 
daylight saving time would 
take effect on Nov. 5, 2023, if 
the legislation passes the 
House and receives the 
president’s signature. 

May 24, 2022, UPDATE: 
Two months since the U.S. 
Senate passed the Sunshine 
Protection Act, the U.S. 
House has yet to start dis- 
cussion on it. But that’s OK

with the American Acad- 
emy of Sleep Medicine, 
which reasserted its prefer- 
ence for permanent stan- 
dard time this week. It 
joined the Society for Re- 
search on Biological 
Rhythms and the Society of 
Behavioral Sleep Medicine 
in a letter (PDF) that urged 
the House to discuss the 
matter thoroughly before 
voting on the best option for 
daylight saving time mov- 
ing forward. 

“Standard time is a better 
option than daylight saving 
time for our health, mood, 
and well-being,” says Dr. 
Raman Malhotra, the acad- 
emy’s president, in a state- 
ment. “By aligning our 
clock time more closely 
with the timing of the sun, 
standard time helps syn- 
chronize our bodies with 
our natural environment, 
which is optimal for our 
daytime functioning and 
nighttime sleep.” 

April 13, 2022, UPDATE: 
Americans may prefer a 
move to permanent daylight 
saving time, according toa 
new CBS News/ You Gov 
poll. Survey results show 
that 46% of participants 
opted for daylight saving all 
year long, with 33% prefer- 
ring permanent standard 
time and 21% stating they 
like our current time- 
change setup. This prefer- 
ence is consistent across all 
demographics and political 
groups and included a sam- 
ple group of more than 
1,600 adult Americans. A 
separate survey of likely 
Oklahoma voters showed 
similar results. 

Sleep experts and groups 
such as the National Sleep 
Foundation and the Ameri- 
can Academy of Sleep Med- 
icine have come out in favor 
of permanent standard 
time. Supporters of perma- 
nent daylight saving time 
include University of Wash- 
ington law professor Steve 
Calandrillo, who says the 
issue goes beyond sleep. 

“T care about all costs and 
all benefits — economic, 
health, safety, energy. But 
in my opinion, the public- 
safety and crime-reduction 
positives outweigh the neg- 
atives,” Calandrillo says. 
“The negatives, like the 
winter-morning darkness 
impacts on school children,

Elizabeth Whitney Williams: 
Woman of the Lighthouse

An in-depth look at the illu- 
minating life of Elizabeth 
(Whitney) VanRiper 
Williams, Michigan’s most 
noted female lighthouse 
keeper. A teenage bride, she 
and her husband, Clement 
VanRiper, moved into the St. 
James 

Harbor Light at Whiskey 
Point (one of two light- 
houses on Beaver Island) in 
1869, and thus began her 44- 
year career as a tender of 
now historic beacons. When 
Clement died in a shipwreck 
rescue attempt, Elizabeth 
was appointed head keeper 
of her beloved light. She 
later remarried (Daniel 
Williams) and ultimately re- 
located to the new Little Tra- 
verse Lighthouse at Harbor 
Point in Harbor Springs, re- 
tiring in 1913.

1938 (within 24 hours of each 


can be mitigated through 
later school start times.” 

What has happened al- 
ready? 

Senate Bill 623, sponsored 
by Sen. Marco Rubio, R- 
Fla., passed the Senate on 
March 15, 2022. No formal 
vote took place. Instead, the 
bill passed through a 
process called unanimous 
consent, which means that 
no senator objected to its 
passage. The bill’s introduc- 
tion surprised some law- 
makers, and at least one 
senator reportedly was ex- 
pected to object. The bill 
must pass the House and 
gain President Biden’s sig- 
nature to become law. 

When will Congress vote 
on daylight saving time, and 
what happens after that? 

There is no established 
timetable for House debate 
or voting on this bill. Indica- 
tions in March were that it 
could be weeks or months 
before a decision about vot- 
ing on the legislation. Rep. 
Frank Pallone Jr., D-N.J., 
chairman of the House En- 
ergy and Commerce Com- 
mittee that oversees time 
changes, says more re- 
search is needed. 

In addition, the White 
House has not taken a posi- 
tion on the bill. 

If the current bill passes, 
permanent daylight saving 
time would take effect on 
Nov. 5, 2023. This would 
allow the transportation in- 
dustry time to adjust its ad- 
vanced scheduling. 

In practice, this means 
that the last clock change 
would occur with a “spring 
forward” in March 2023. 
After that, there would be 
no “fall back” in November, 
and clocks would stay on 
daylight saving time perma- 
nently. 

Is the proposal to move to 
permanent standard time 
or permanent daylight sav- 
ing time? 

The Sunshine Protection 
Act would establish perma- 
nent daylight saving time. 
Under the bill’s provisions, 
there would no longer be 
biannual clock changes in 
the spring and fall. 

Why now? 

Good question. The Sen- 
ate call for unanimous con- 
sent on the Sunshine 
Protection Act came just 
after the clock change in

March, when daylight sav- 
ing time typically is in 
greater focus. The bill itself 
has been around since 2021, 
however, and was moved to 
committee in the House and 
Senate since then. Rubio 
himself has proposed simi- 
lar bills each year since 
2018, with none getting as 
far as this year’s version. 

What does this mean for 
my city and state? Will we 
be literally in the dark all 
the time? 

Arizona, Hawaii, and U.S. 
territories that follow per- 
manent standard time 
would be exempt from the 
law. These states and terri- 
tories would continue using 
their current system of per- 
manent standard time. 

In addition, any other 
state that adopted perma- 
nent standard time before 
November 2023 would be ex- 
empt from the switch to per- 
manent daylight saving 
time. Every state would 
have to choose one stable 
time, either standard time 
or daylight saving time. 

Daylight saving time 
takes place from mid-March 
to early November. We may 
notice little difference in 
those months except for the 
elimination of biannual 
clock changes. 

The law’s effects would be 
more apparent from No- 
vember to March, when 
clocks are on standard time. 
In general, daylight saving 
time means less light in the 
morning1. So during these 
months, people with typical 
work and school schedules 
would be more likely to 
start the day in the dark. 

That said, the effects of 
the Sunshine Protection Act 
will vary based on where 
you live2. The amount of 
daylight throughout the 
year depends on how far 
north you live. In addition, 
cities in the western parts 
of each time zone have later 
sunrises, which can mean 
even less morning light 
under permanent daylight 
saving time. 

How will this change how 
we sleep? 

By establishing a stable 
time, the new law would 
prevent sleep disruptions 
that occur from biannual 
clock changes. Switching to 
permanent daylight saving 
time, however, could inter-

Groups such as the Amer- 
ican Academy of Sleep 
Medicine and the National 
Sleep Foundation, as well as 
many experts, oppose per- 
manent daylight saving 
time and prefer the idea of 
permanent standard time. 

Daylight saving time re- 
duces exposure to morning 
sunlight, which makes it 
harder to wake up in the 
morning. More light in the 
evening may make it harder 
to fall asleep at night. In ad- 
dition, the shift in the tim- 
ing of daylight exposure 
can affect the body’s inter- 
nal clock, which follows a 
24-hour schedule known as 
a circadian rhythm. 

Why was daylight saving 
time created at all? 

The US. started daylight 
saving time in 1918 and has 
implemented and repealed 
it at various times since 
then. It was created prima- 
rily to reduce energy con- 
sumption and promote 
commerce. The Uniform 
Time Act of 1966 estab- 
lished the current system of

biannual clock changes be- 
tween standard time and 
daylight saving time. 

Permanent daylight sav- 
ing time existed during 
wartime periods of 1918 to 
1919 and 1942 to 1945 to con- 
serve energy. The U.S. also 
experimented with perma- 
nent daylight saving time in 
January 1974 in the face of 
a mounting oil crisis. That 
ended in October 1974 be- 
cause of significant public 
dissatisfaction with darker 
mornings. 

Why hasn’t the United 
States already abolished 
clock changes? 

There is no single reason. 
Although surveys show that 
clock changes are generally 
unpopular4, groups dis- 
agree about whether per- 
manent standard time or 
permanent daylight saving 
time would be best. In addi- 
tion, changing federal law 
can be a lengthy process, 
which has helped keep the 
current system of clock 
changes in place.

TOP 6 REASONS MORTGAGE 
APPLICATIONS ARE REJECTED 


Part 1 of 2 


Half of refinance ap- 
plications are aban- 
doned or rejected, as are 
30 percent of purchase 
mortgage applications, 
according to the Mort- 
gage Bankers Associa- 
tion. All told, the Federal 
Financial Institutions 
Examination Council 
(FFIEC) says that well 
over 2 million mortgage 
applications were re- 
jected last year. 

Here, as a cautionary 
tale and primer on what 
to expect, are the top 
three reasons mortgage 
lenders reject applica- 
tions. 

1. Income issues. Most 
failed applications 
falling into this category 
have income too low for 
the mortgage amount 
they are seeking; often, a 
spouse’s credit issues 
can create this problem, 
too, as the income the 
spouse plans to actually 
chip in toward the mort- 
gage cannot be consid- 
ered by a lender. 

But increasingly, the 
recent vagaries of the 
job market are also caus- 
ing this issue, as people 
who have changed their 
line of work or have 
changed from salaried 
employee to freelancer 
over the last couple of 
years can also have their 
home loan applications 
rejected based on in- 


come. 

2. Muddled money 
matters. If the mortgage 
for which you’re apply- 
ing plus your monthly 
payments on credit card, 
car and student loan 
debts will comprise 
more than 45 percent of 
your total income, you 
could have problems 
qualifying for a home 
loan. You might also run 
into problems if you rely 
too heavily on bonuses, 
overtime, cash wages or 
rental income — all of 
these can be difficult or 
impossible to get a mort- 
gage bank to consider, 
and if they do, they 
might not take all of it 
into account. 

3. Credit issues. 
Today, the mortgage- 
qualifying FICO score 
cutoff falls somewhere 
between 620 and 660, de- 
pending on which lender 
and which loan type you 
seek. More than one- 
third of Americans, by 
some numbers, have 
credit scores too low to 
qualify for a home loan. 
Even if your credit score 
is high enough to qual- 
ify, if you have any late 
mortgage payments, a 
short sale, a foreclosure 
or a bankruptcy in the 
last two years, loan qual- 
ifying could be difficult 
to impossible.

You are not currently serving a 
sentence in jail or prison. 


What if I’m a student? 


Students from Michigan who at- 
tend school in Michigan can register 
to vote at their school or home ad- 
dress. Students from Michigan who 
attend school outside of Michigan 
can still register to vote at their 
home address in Michigan. Students 
who are not from Michigan but at- 
tend school in Michigan can register 
to vote at their school address in 
Michigan. For questions about regis- 
tering to vote in other states, check 
out resources on voting in that state. 

If you have a Michigan driver’s li- 
cense or state ID card, and you are 
registered to vote in Michigan, your 
voter registration address and the 
address on your ID will be the same. 
If you change the address on one, it 
will automatically change the other. 
The Secretary of State will mail you 
a sticker with your new address to 
place on your license or ID card. 


What if I’m in jail or was con- 
victed of a crime? 


The only time you cannot register 
and vote is when you are serving a 
sentence in jail or prison. 


You can register and vote: 

If you are in jail but have not been 
sentenced; 

If you are serving a sentence but 
are not in jail or prison; 

If you are on probation or parole 
but are not in jail or prison; or, 

If you served your sentence and 
are no longer in jail or prison. 


What if I’m homeless? 


If you don’t have a home, you can 
register to vote using a street corner, 
park, shelter or any other place 
where you usually stay as your ad- 
dress. The address can be a local 
shelter, advocacy organization, out- 
reach center, or the home of some- 
one who will accept mail for you. 


HOW TO REGISTER TO VOTE 


You can register to vote at any 
time! 


You must be registered to vote in 
order to vote in Michigan. You can 
register at any time up to 8 p.m. on 
Election Day (August 2 for the pri- 
mary and November 8 for the gen- 
eral election), but it is better to 
register as soon as possible. The 
earlier you register, the more choices 
you will have for how to register. 


Am | registered to vote? 


Visit the Michigan Voter Informa- 
tion Center michigan.gov/vote and 
enter the required information to see 
if you are registered to vote. Check 
to see that you are registered to vote 
where you currently live. You can 
also call your city, township or 
county clerk’s office and ask if you 
are registered where you currently 
live. 


How do | register to vote for an 
upcoming election? 


Prior to the 14th day before an 
election (July 19 for the primary and 
October 25 for the general elec- 
tion), you have many ways to regis- 
ter to vote: 

Online at michigan.gov/VoterReg- 
istration (if you have a valid Michi- 
gan driver's license or state ID); 

At a Secretary of State branch of- 
fice; 

At your city or township clerk’s of- 
fice or your county clerk’s office; 

At any state agency that provides 
public assistance or services to peo- 
ple with disabilities; 

By mailing in a completed voter 
registration application postmarked 
no later than the fifteenth day before 
the election (July 18 for the primary 
and October 24 for the general elec- 
tion); or, 

Through a voter registration 
drive. 

Beginning on the 14th day before 
an election (July 19 for the primary 
and October 25 for the general elec- 
tion) and through 8 p.m. on Election 
Day, you have one way to register to 
vote: 

Visit your city or township clerk’s 
office and provide “proof of resi- 
dency.” 


What is “proof of residency”? 


“Proof of residency” is a docu- 
ment with your name and current 
address in the city or township 
where you live. 

Paper or electronic copies of any 


of the following documents will 
work: 

A Michigan driver’s license or 
state ID card; 

A utility bill; 

A bank statement; 

A paycheck; 

A government check; or, 

Any other government document. 


Where is my city or township 
clerk’s office, and when is it 
open? 


Visit the Michigan Voter Informa- 
tion Center michigan.gov/vote and 
enter your address to find the infor- 
mation for your city or township 
clerk. If your city or township clerk 
operates a satellite office or offices, 
the hours and locations of those of- 
fices will be posted as well. Alterna- 
tively, you can call your city or 
township clerk’s office and ask for 
their hours and location(s). 

City and township clerks’ offices 
must be open during their normal 
hours, for at least eight hours the 
weekend before each election (July 
30-31 for the primary and November 
5-6 for the general election), and 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. on Election 
Day (August 2 for the primary and 
November 8 for the general elec- 
tion). 


Do | need a photo ID or proof of 
citizenship to register to vote? 


No. You will be asked for a photo 
ID if you register to vote in person. If 
you don’t have one or don’t have one 
with you, you can sign a simple form 
and then register to vote. If you reg- 
ister to vote through the mail, and 
you have a Michigan driver's license 
or state ID card or a social security 
number, enter those numbers on 
your voter registration application 


where indicated. 


VOTING BEFORE ELECTION DAY 


You can voie before Election 
Day! 


All registered voters in Michigan 
can vote before Election Day using 
an “absentee ballot.” You don’t need 
an excuse or a reason. You can vote 
before Election Day from home or by 
visiting your city or township clerk’s 
Office. 


How do | vote FROM HOME be- 
fore Election Day? 


Step 1: Request Your Ballot 


Complete an application for an 
absentee ballot, sign it using your of- 
ficial signature and submit it to your 
city or township clerk. You can sub- 
mit your completed application by 
email, mail, fax or in person. You can 
track when your application is re- 
ceived by your clerk and when your 
ballot is mailed to you by going to 
the Michigan Voter Information Cen- 


ter michigan.gov/vote and entering 
the required information. 


Step 2: Fill Out Your Ballot 


Look for your absentee ballot to 
arrive in the mail. Once it arrives, fill 
it out, place it in the envelope pro- 
vided, and sign the outside of the 
envelope with your official signature. 


Step 3: Turn in Your Ballot 


You should submit your com- 
pleted ballot as soon as possible. 
Your completed ballot must be re- 
ceived by your city or township clerk 
by 8 p.m. on Election Day (August 2 
for the primary and November 8 for 
the general election) to be counted. 

You have many ways to submit 
your completed ballot: 

Submit it by mail. We recommend 
putting your ballot in the mail no 
later than two weeks prior to Elec- 
tion Day (July 19 for the primary and 
October 25 for the general election). 

Drop it off at your city or township 
clerk’s office or in a secure drop box 
provided by your clerk. 

Have an immediate family mem- 
ber (including a grandparent, grand- 
child or in-law) or a person residing 
in your household drop it off for you. 

As a last resort, if none of the 
above options are possible, you can 
have your city or township clerk pick 
up your completed ballot. To use this 
option, your completed ballot must 
be within the city or township where 
you vote, and you must call your city 
or township clerk by 5 p.m. on the 
Friday before Election Day (July 29 
for the primary and November 4 for 
the general election) to request that 
your ballot be picked up. 


What if I’m on the permanent 
absentee voter list? 


Even if you’re on the permanent 
absentee voter list, you still need to 
request a ballot for each election. 

If you’re signed up to be on the 
permanent absentee voter list, your 
city or township clerk will send you 
an absentee ballot application be- 
fore each election. To receive your 
absentee ballot by mail, you must 
submit your completed application to 
your city or township clerk. 


Where can | get an application 
for an absentee ballot? 


At least 75 days prior to each 
election, you can print and submit an 
application for an absentee ballot 
from the Michigan Voter Information 
Center michigan.gov/vote. Alterna- 
tively, you can call your city or town- 
ship clerk and ask that an 
application be mailed to you. You 
may also use any application for an 
absentee ballot provided to you by 
the Secretary of State, your clerk, a 
political party or another organiza- 
tion. 

If you have a current Michigan 
driver’s license or state ID, you can 
complete your application online 
at michigan.gov/vote. 


What is the deadline to vote 
FROM HOME before Election Day? 


Submit your application as soon 
as possible. We strongly recommend 
submitting your application at least a 
month before the election to give 
ample time to receive your ballot, 
complete it and return it to your city 
or township clerk. Your completed 
absentee ballot must be received by 
your city or township clerk by 8 p.m. 
on Election Day (August 2 for the pri- 
mary and November 8 for the gen- 
eral election) to count. 


How do | vote IN PERSON be- 
fore Election Day? 


Step 1: Go to your city or town- 
ship clerk’s office. 

Step 2: Complete an application 
for an absentee ballot and submit it 
to the staff. 

Step 3: Complete your ballot, 
place it in the envelope provided, 
sign the outside of the envelope with 
your official signature, and submit it 
to the staff. 


When can | vote IN PERSON be- 
fore Election Day? 


You can go to your city or town- 
ship clerk’s office starting 40 days 
before Election Day (June 23 for the 
primary and September 29 for the 
general election). If you are already 
registered to vote where you live, the 
deadline to vote IN PERSON before 
Election Day is the Monday before 
Election Day (August 1 for the pri- 
mary and November 7 for the gen- 
eral election) at 4 p.m. If you need to 
register to vote, the deadline to reg- 
ister and vote at your city or town- 
ship clerk’s office is 8 p.m. on 
Election Day (August 2 for the pri- 
mary and November 8 for the gen- 
eral election). 


Where is my city or township 
clerk’s office and when is it open? 


Visit the Michigan Voter Informa- 
tion Center michigan.gov/vote and 
enter your address to find the infor- 
mation for your city or township 
clerk. If your city or township clerk 
operates a satellite office or offices, 
the hours and locations of those of- 
fices will be posted as well. Alterna- 
tively, you can call your city or 
township clerk’s office and ask for 
their hours and location(s). 

City and township clerks’ offices 
must be open during their normal 
hours, for at least eight hours the 
weekend before each election (July 
30-31 for the primary and November 
5-6 for the general election), and 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. on Election 
Day (August 2 for the primary and 
November 8 for the general elec- 
tion). 


Is my clerk’s office accessible? 


You have the right to an accessi- 
ble voting location and an accessible 
voting machine. If your clerk’s office 
is not accessible or there is no ac- 
cessible voting machine, call your 
city or township clerk right away, re- 
port it, and ask for an alternate site. 
You can also call the nonpartisan 
Election Protection hotline at the top 
of this page to report the issue. 


VOTING ON ELECTION DAY 


When is Election Day? 


There will be a statewide primary 
on August 2, 2022 and a statewide 
general election on November 8, 
2022. 

Learn more about upcoming elec- 
tions in your community by going to 
the Michigan Voter Information Cen- 
ter michigan.gov/vote and entering 
the required information. Alterna- 
tively, you can call your city or town- 
ship clerk’s office and ask for this 
information. 


When are the polls open? 


Polls are open from 7 a.m. to 8 
p.m. local time on Election Day (Au- 
gust 2 for the primary and November 
8 for the general election). You have 
the right to vote if you are in line by 
8 p.m. 


What will be on the ballot? 


If you are registered to vote, you 
can view your sample ballot at 
the Michigan Voter Information Cen- 


ter michigan.gov/vote by entering 
the required information. 


Where do | vote on Election 
Day? 


If you are already registered to 
vote where you live, you must vote 
at your assigned polling place. You 
can find your polling place: 


Online at the Michigan Voter Infor- 
mation Center michigan.gov/vote by 
entering the required information; 

On your Voter Identification Card; 

By calling your city or township 
Clerk; or, 

By calling the nonpartisan Elec- 
tion Protection hotline at the top of 
this page. 

If you are not registered to vote 
where you live, you must visit your 
city or township clerk’s office with 
proof of residency by 8 p.m. on Elec- 
tion Day (August 2 for the primary 
and November 8 for the general 
election) to register to vote. Once 
you are registered, you can vote by 
absentee ballot in the clerk’s office 
or go to your polling place, if there is 
time to do so. 


What if I’ve moved? 


Update your voter registration 
whenever you move. If you did not 
update your registration, you can 
register to vote at your city or town- 
ship clerk’s office with proof of resi- 
dency until 8 p.m. on Election Day 
(August 2 for the primary and No- 
vember 8 for the general election). 


You can also vote at your old 
polling place one last time if: 

e You moved within the same city 
or township; or, 

¢ You moved to a different city or 
township after the 60th day before 
an election. 


Can | get time off from work to 
vote? 


Your employer isn’t required to 
give you paid or unpaid time off to 
vote. Ask if they have a policy that 
allows you to take time off. If not, 
vote before Election Day (August 2 
for the primary and November 8 for 
the general election). 


VOTING ACCESSIBILITY 


What if my polling place is not 
accessible? 


You have the right to an accessi- 
ble polling place and an accessible 
voting machine. If it is before Elec- 
tion Day (August 2 for the primary 
and November 8 for the general 
election), call your city or township 
Clerk right away and ask for an as- 
signment to an alternate site that is 
accessible. You can also call the 
nonpartisan Election Protection hot- 
line at the top of this page to report 
the issue. 


If itis Election Day (August 2 for 
the primary and November 8 for the 
general election), send someone into 
the polling place to request curbside 
voting on your behalf. The poll work- 
ers at your polling place will bring a 
ballot outside so you can vote. 


Can | get a ballot in my lan- 
guage? 


If you vote in Clyde Township, 
Covert Township, or the City of Fen- 
nville, you have the right to a ballot 
and election materials in Spanish. 


If you vote in the City of Hamtramck, 
you have the right to a ballot and 
election materials in Bengali. 


If you do not read or write English, 
and a ballot is not available in your 
language, you have the right to as- 
sistance from anyone you choose. 
However, the person cannot be your 
employer, an agent of your employer 
or an officer or agent of your labor 
union. 


What if | need assistance vot- 
ing? 


You have the right to vote inde- 
pendently using an accessible voting 
machine. If you would like to use an 
accessible voting machine, tell an 
election official when you arrive to 
vote. 

You have the right to assistance 
from the election officials. You can 
ask the election officials for instruc- 
tions on how to use the voting 
equipment or for assistance at any 
time, even after you've entered the 
voting booth. 

If you are blind, disabled, or un- 
able to read or write, you have the 
right to assistance from anyone you 
choose. However, the person cannot 
be your employer, an agent of your 
employer or an officer or agent of 
your labor union. 


IDENTIFICATION FOR VOTING 


Do | need a photo ID to vote? 


No. But if you have it, bring it with 
you and provide it to the poll worker 
to make the process go faster. 


You will be asked for photo ID 
when you go vote. If you do not have 
photo ID or do not have it with you, 
you can sign a simple form and vote. 


Do | need a photo ID to vote if 
this is my first time voting in 
Michigan? 
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KNOW YOUR RIGHTS 


No. However, a small number of 
first-time voters who registered 
through the mail or a voter registra- 
tion drive may need to provide some 
documentation to vote. Electronic or 
paper copies of any of the following 
will work: 

A photo ID with your name and 
picture (regardless of the address or 
if it has an address): 

e Driver's license or personal ID 
card from any state 

e High school or college ID 

e Passport 

e Military or government-issued 
photo ID 

e Tribal ID card 


Anon-photo ID with your name 
and address on it: 

e Current utility bill 

e Bank statement 

e Paycheck stub 

e Government check 

e Any other government docu- 
ment 


Do | need the receipt | received 
when I registered to vote? 


Maybe. If you have it, bring it with 
you. If you registered to vote close to 
Election Day (August 2 for the pri- 
mary and November 8 for the gen- 
eral election), you may need it. 


Do I need my Voter Identifica- 
tion Card to vote? 


No. But if you have it, bring it with 
you. 


FREQUENTLY ASKED QUESTIONS 


Where is my absentee ballot? 


You can track your absentee bal- 
lot and application at the Michigan 
Voter Information Center 
michigan.gov/vote by entering the 
required information. Visit the site to 
see the date that: 

Your application was received and 
processed by your clerk; 

Your absentee ballot was mailed 
to you; and, 

Your absentee ballot was received 
by your clerk. 

If there is no date under a partic- 
ular field, it means that step is not 
yet complete. 


What if | received my absentee 
ballot but then made an error on it 
or it was lost or destroyed? 


If it is before Election Day (August 
2 for the primary and November 8 
for the general election), call or visit 
your city or township clerk’s office 
as soon as possible to cancel your 
first absentee ballot and request a 
new one. If it is Election Day, go to 
your polling place, fill out a form and 
vote. If you still have the first absen- 
tee ballot, because you made an 
error or it was only partially de- 
stroyed, take it with you. 


What if | registered to vote, but 
I’m not on the voter list at my 
polling place? 


If you have the receipt you re- 
ceived when you registered to vote, 
show that receipt to the poll worker 
in order to vote. If you don’t have 
your receipt, give the poll worker 
your address and ask if you’re at the 
correct polling place. If you regis- 
tered to vote but are not at the right 
polling place for your address, go to 
the correct polling place. 

You can always go to your city or 
township clerk’s office with proof of 
residency and register to vote before 
8 p.m. on Election Day (August 2 for 
the primary and November 8 for the 
general election). While there, you 
can vote by absentee ballot. 

If you cannot go to your clerk’s of- 
fice with proof of residency, you may 
be able to cast a “provisional ballot.” 
To do this, you'll have to swear you 
believe you previously registered to 
vote. 

If you can provide a photo ID that 
shows your current address, and if 
you are at the correct polling place, 
your provisional ballot will go into 
the tabulator machine and be 
counted on Election Day. If not, it will 
go into an envelope, and the clerk 
will review it after Election Day. You 
have six days after Election Day to 
go to the clerk’s office with any doc- 
umentation to show that you are 
registered to vote. 


What if | go to the wrong 
polling place? 


Go to the correct polling place by 
looking it up online: go to the Michi- 
gan Voter Information 
Center www.michigan.gov/vote and 
enter the required information. Alter- 
natively, you can call your city or 
township clerk and ask for your cor- 
rect polling place before you go vote. 


If you arrive at the wrong polling 
place, ask a poll worker to help you 
find your correct polling place. If you 
aren’t registered to vote where you 
currently live, go to your city or 
township clerk’s office with proof of 
residency before 8 p.m. on Election 
Day (August 2 for the primary and 
November 8 for the general election) 
to register to vote. 


What if | have a problem voting 
or someone is trying to intimidate 
or harass me? 


Tell a poll worker immediately. If 
the poll worker is the problem, or 
they don’t address the problem, call 
your city or township clerk. If the city 
or township clerk doesn’t address 
the problem, call the nonpartisan 
Election Protection hotline at the top 
of this page. 


What if someone challenges my 
right to vote? 


Step 1: Ask to be sworn in by the 
poll worker; 


Step 2: Answer whatever ques- 
tions are necessary to establish your 
eligibility to vote; and 


Step 3: Vote. 


What should | do if | requested 
an absentee ballot but never re- 
ceived it? 


Call or visit your city or township 
Clerk’s office as soon as possible to 
cancel your first absentee ballot and 
request a new one. The deadline to 
do this is the Monday before Election 
Day (August 1 for the primary and 
November 7 for the general election) 
at 4 p.m. Or you can go to your 
polling place on Election Day (August 
2 for the primary and November 8 
for the general election), complete a 
simple form and vote. 


What if | received my absentee 
ballot, but | don’t have enough 
time to mail it back to my clerk? 


Your absentee ballot must be re- 
ceived by your city or township clerk 
by 8 p.m. on Election Day (August 2 
for the primary and November 8 for 
the general election) to be counted. 
Beginning two weeks before Election 
Day, you should drop your completed 
absentee ballot off at your city or 
township clerk’s office or a drop box 
provided by the clerk, rather than 
mailing it. If you can’t drop it off, you 
can ask an immediate family mem- 
ber (including a grandparent, grand- 
child or in-law) or a person living in 
your household to drop it off for you. 


If these options are not possible 
for you, you can ask your city or 
township clerk to pick up your com- 
pleted ballot. To use this option, your 
completed ballot must be within the 
city or township where you vote, and 
you must call your city or township 
clerk by 5 p.m. on the Friday before 
Election Day (July 29 for the primary 
and November 4 for the general 
election) to request that your ballot 
be picked up. 


What if | have my absentee bal- 
lot but decide to vote in person on 
Election Day? 


If you decide not to vote by ab- 
sentee ballot, take your absentee 
ballot to your polling place on Elec- 
tion Day (August 2 for the primary 
and November 8 for the general 
election) and surrender it. You will 
then be issued a new ballot that you 
can vote in the polling location. 


What if | mailed my absentee 
ballot to my city or township 
clerk, but I’m concerned it won’t 
arrive in time? 


Track your absentee ballot by en- 
tering the required information at 
the Michigan Voter Information Cen- 
ter michigan.gov/vote. 

If there is no date listed under the 
“received” field, and it is before 
Election Day (August 2 for the pri- 
mary, and November 8 for the gen- 
eral election), visit your city or 
township clerk’s office, ask to spoil 
your original absentee ballot, and 
vote a new one. The deadline to do 
this at your clerk’s office is the Mon- 
day before Election Day (August 1 for 
the primary and November 7 for the 
general election) at 4 p.m. 

If there is no date listed under the 
“received” field, and it is Election 
Day (August 2 for the primary and 
November 8 for the general election), 
go to your polling location, and let 
the poll workers know. If your city or 
township clerk has not yet received 
your absentee ballot, you can fill out 
a form and vote a new ballot. 


What if | make a mistake on my 
ballot or the voting machine mal- 
functions? 


If you make a mistake, ask for a 
new ballot right away. You have the 
right to a new ballot if you catch the 
mistake before your ballot is inserted 
into the tabulator machine and 
counted. 

If the scanner rejects your ballot, 
ask for a new one. You have the right 
to start over. 

If the tabulator machine isn’t 
working, you can place your com- 
pleted ballot into a bin in the tabula- 
tor machine. The poll workers will 
insert your ballot into the tabulator 
once the machine is working again.
